Japan has a federation

He writes that this organization has 
been struggling for -Improved condl 
tions I'or the working class In Japan, 
and Its efforts lielnn rewarded hy the 
enactment of factory law regulating 
hours of labor, ngn of workers, etc., 
and compelling employers to be con- 
siderate of the health and safety of 
their employes. 


In the ton yeans of Its existence, 


the Woodworkers* union of Germany 
has secured reductions In the work 
Ing hours for about 7'I.IKI members of 
tho craft, and has raised the wages 
or over riL'.OOO on an average of ten 
per cent.
